Report  of  the  Orange  Free  State  Local  Natives 

Land  Committee. 


Presenttil  tn  Imlli   lloiisrs  af  Pdrliament  by    ConuiKind  of  His  Excellency

The  Minister  of  Native  Affairs. 

The  Loral  ^'atives  Land  Coniniittee  for  llic  Oraiifje  Fiee  State  appointed  hy  you  in 
terms  of  Circular  dated  the  l-ltli  Aufjust  last,  jiave  the  honour  to  submit  tlie  followiiifi 
it'|)ort   of  their  hndinsis  and  recommendations  for  your  consideration:  — 

1.  After  the  terms  of  the  enquiry  to  be  carrieil  onl  by  llie  Committee  \ver(>  read  and 
discussed,  the  f'ommittee  considered  it  necessary  and  ad\isal)ie  to  visit  the  larger  proposed 
Native  (nalurellen)  Areas  personally  for  the  purpose  of,  firstly,  getting  into  personal  tduch 
with  the  Natives  (kleurlingen )  living  on  these  areas,  and  in  this  manner  ascertaining  tlicir 
views  regarding  tlie  adequacv  and  suitability  or  otherwise  of  these  areas,  and  secondly, 
forming  their  own  opinion    in    this   direction. 

2.  The  o])|jortunity  e.xteiided  to  the  pnlilic  bv  the  publication  of  Government  Notice 
liated  tlie  14*ii  August  last,  of  giving  evidence  before  the  Committee,  if  desirous  of  doing 
so,  w-,is  only  taken  advantage  of  in  a  few  instances,  but  on  .t lie  invitaiiim  of  the  Committee 
a  fair  number  of  Natives  (kleurlingen)  and  other.s  were  met  and  heard  at  the  various 
])laces  visited  by  them.  Information  was  tluis  gathered,  which  with  the  reports  and 
annexures  of  the  Natives  Commission  and  reports  of  tlie  various  Magistrates  sn]i]died 
suMicient   data   for  preparing  a  report  in  accordance  with  terms  of  the  inquiry. 

;«.  Wlien  tiie  task  entrusted  to  the  Committee  by  the  Minister  had  been  explaine<l  to 
the  Natives  (kleurlingen)  it  was  a  jjleasure  to  note  that,  practically,  unanimous  satisfaction 
existed  amongst  tlie  Natives  (naturellen)  at  the  endeavours  made  by  the  Government  in 
dealing  witli  llie  proposed  Act  to  ascertain  the  views  of  tlie  colmired  people  (kleurliiigen) 
and   Natives  (naturellen).   and   to   furtiier  their  interests. 

4.  The  greatest  difficulty  experienced  by  the  Committee  was  to  obtain  correct  informa- 
tion regarding  the  number  of  Natives  (kleurlingen)  living  in  the  Province,  whose  right  to 
obtain  land  from  an  l''/uro])ean  by  giving  up  a  portion  of  the  ci'ops.  was  taken  away  by  the 
pro\isions  of  Act  'Z~  of  li)l:'>.  Tliis  ditficulty  was  also  pointed  out  by  the  Natives  Commis- 
sion, and  to  make  an  estimate  of  the  number  the  Committee  could  only  rely  on  the  re])orts 
received  fron;  the  various  Magistrates  in  the  Province.  Tliose  reports  were,  howevei,  in 
manv  instances  incompleti',  and  in  others  not  clear.  This  matter  will  be  again  referred  to 
later  on. 

5.  In  the  opinion  of  the  Committee  the  actual  task  entrusted  to  them  is,  in  short,  to 
make   enquiry  and   report:  — 

Firstly,  as  to  the  suitability  and  adci|uacy  or  otherwise  of  the  locatimis  solely  set  aside 
for  occupation  by  Natives  (kleurlingen). 

Secondly,  as  to  the  ground  owned  by  Natives  (kleurlingen),  under  which  head  for  the 
l)urpose  of  this  report  is  included  the  land  belonging  to  a  Mission  Society,  and  proposed 
as  an   additional  area. 

Thirdly,  as  to  the  provision  which  has  to  1x3  made,  if  found  necessary,  fir  the  remain- 
ing Native.s  (kleurlingen),  found  in  the  Province,  and  not  treated  as  servants;  or 
labour  tenants. 

Fourthly,  as  to  tlie  <lemarcali<ui  of  Neutral  Areas  referred  to  in  paragraph  (f)  of  the 
terms  of  enciuiry. 

The  Committee  proposes  to  deal  witli  these  jxiints  in  the  report  in  the  cn-der 
mentioned  above.  In  explanation  it  must  be  pointed  out  that  the  areas  and  numbers  refer- 
re<l  to  in  this  report  are  identical  uilh  liiose  mentioned  in  the  Schedule  of  the  Native 
.iVifairs  Administration  Bill, 
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1.  NATIVE  AEKAS. 

(a)    WlTZIESHdKK. 

6.  Area  No.  1,  situated  in  the  District  of  Han  isiiiitli.  rnnsists  of  the  Witzieshoek 
resei'Te  and  the  farm  Eerstezending,  the  area  of  which  is  estimated  at  50,500  morjien. 

7.  The  estimated  Xative  (kleurlingeii')  pojiulatinn  in  this  area  is  calculated  at  4,700,  or 
10"6  morgen  per  unit  nt  tlie  |)0])nlation,  a  percenta<>e  wliicli  is  much  liigher  than  in  any 
other  part  of  tlie  Free  State — as  for  instance,  in  the  Tliaha  'Xchu  reserve,  wliere  nnly  one 
morgeu  per  unit  is  available.  Tlie  climate  is  excellent,  and  the  rainfall  about  25  inches 
per  annum.  The  soil  is  good,  the  moui'tain  veld  excellent  for  grazing,  and  the  arable 
land  is  fertile.  Taken  as  a  whole  it  may  riglitly  be  considered  that  the  soil  at  "Witzieshoek 
IS  of  ^qual  fertility  to  any  other  part  of  the  Free  State. 

8.  The  evidence  lieaid  by  the  (Vnimittoc  with  regard  to  the  extent  of  land  that  can  be 
cultivated  is  somewhat  contradictory.  One  estimate  is  given  at  C|uarter  of  the  whole  area, 
another  at  one-third,  and  then  at  50  to  60  ))er  cent.  The  e.steemed  Chief  N'Tsani  R.  Mopeli 
maintains  (and  the  Committee  is  inclined  to  accept  his  evidence — which  on  the  wliole 
agrees  with  tlie  0]>jnions  of  other  witnesses— as  correct),  that  three-fifths  of  the  area  can 
be  cultivated.  ])rovided  improved  agricultural  methods  are  brnught  into  use.  If  not  then 
only  one-third  can  be  cultivated. 

9.  There  is  an  abundance  of  grazing  for  th(>  0.42-1  head  of  large  stock,  and  22,147 
sheep  and  goats  belonging  to  the  Natives  (natmellen),  and  it  cannot  be,sai<l  tliat  ton  nuu-h 
stock  is  kept  on  this  area. 

10.  The  feelings  of  all  the  Natives  fklenrlingen)  without  excejition  are  that  the  area 
is  overcrowded  ;  they  suggest  that  it  be  enlarged,  so  that  provision  mav  be  mad^  not  only 
for  their  present  but  also  for  their  future  lequirements.  No  definite  recommendations  were 
made,  however,  as  to  liow  the  land  was  to  be  enlarged,  or  how  larjre  the  additional  area 
sliould  be.  fTlie  Chief  Koos  Nota  jokingly  said  tlint  the  whole  of  the  Free  State  should 
be  taken)!  The  Natives  fkleurlingen)  seemed  reluctant  to  recommend  that  the  land 
lieloiiging  to  Europeans  adjoining  the  reserve  should  be  a(>f|uired.  b^ing  of  o])inion  tliat 
they  might  thus  give  offence  to  the  Europeans  living  on  the  boundaries,  with  whom 
they  are  living  at    peace. 

11.  Claim  however  was  laid  to  the  farms  ( >ldenbur<j,  Klerksvlei  and  Patricksdale. 
which  they  maintain  formerly  formed  part  of  the  original  ten-itory  given  to  the  late  Chief 
Paulus  Mopeli  and  his  folbtwers  to  live  on,  by  the  Government  of  the  late  Orange  Free 
State.  A  request  was  made  that  these  followers  be  reinstated  in  their  previous  existing 
rights.  This  matter  was.  however,  years  ago  fnamelv.  in  1872),  after  mature  consideration, 
settled  by  the  Volksraad  of  the  late  Orange  Free  State,  and  the  above  mentioned  farms 
handed  over  to  Europeans  as  their  property  by  virtue  of  bur*her  risrhts  obtained  bv  them 
during  the  Sovereigntv  of  1854,  and  in  the  opinion  of  the  Coniiiiittpe  there  cannot  now  be 
any  questitm  of  handing  back  this  land. 

12.  At  the  meeting  held  at  "Witzieshoek  it  was  mentioned  that  the  farms  Castle  View, 
Zwartwater.  and  portions  o^  Klerksvlei,  are  farms  ■which  miglit  be  acquired  (and  which  as 
far  as  the  Committee  is  aware  are  obtainable)  for  the  further  enlargement  of  the  area,  if 
found  necessary.  In  view,  however,  of  the  size  of  the  reserve,  and  tlie  extent  of  the 
ground  that  can  still  be  cultivated  by  improved  methods,  and  also  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
onlv  followers  of  the  late  Chief  Paulus  Mopeli  and  nobody  else  are  entitled  to  live  on  these 
lands  (in  accordance  with  the  treaty  entered  into  with  Paulus  "Nfopeli),  the  Committee 
does  not  feel  justified  in  recommending  that  this  area  be  enlarged.  The  ground  is  not  only 
suitable  for  occupation  and  cultivation  by  the  Natives  fkleurlingen).  but,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Committee,  it  is  adequate  to  provide  for  the  needs  of  the  present  occupants  and 
their  natunil  increase  for  the  next  ten  or  more  years. 

13.  Increased  activity  in  asrricultural  undertakings,  the  eniplovment  of  improved 
methods  in  cultivating  the  exceptionally  fertile  soil  found  on  the  resei-ve,  and  not  extending 
stock  farming  beyond  limits,  will  enable  the  ground  to  carry  many  more  Natives 
(naturellen). 

14.  Improved  regulations  will  also  have  to  be  made  for  the  division  of  lands,  which  at 
present  appears  to  the  Committee  to  be  done  in  an  unsatisfactoi-v  manner.  It  has  been 
su"-tresfed  that  the  lands  he  divided  into  ]ilots  and  allotted  according  to  the  actual  require- 
ments of  each  individual  occupant,  and  the  whole  mailer  placed  under  lu-oper  control. 
TTntil  this   is  done  a  crv  will  ab'ays  be  heard  for  a  further  increase  to  the  reserve. 

15.  By  adopting  the  re(-onimen(buions  made  by  ilie  Committee,  loom  will  also  be  found 
for  a  considerable  number  of  the  late  Chief  Paulus  "Nfopeli's  followers,  who  in  consequence 
of  the  provisions  of  the  e.xisting  law  were  compelled  to  leave  farms  situated  in  other  parts, 
and  who  are  desirous  of  retui-ning  to  their  former  dwellings  in  the  reserve. 

16.  The  Committee  wish  to  emphasise  the  fact  that  this  reserve  should  be  strictly  kept 
apart  for  the  people  of  Paulus  "Mopeli  alone,  and  the  obligations  resting  on  the  former 
Government  be  carried  out  by  the  ]iresent  Government.     Those  ])eople  have  lived  for  years 


ill   jioaco  ;in<l  ciiiitoiuiiii'iu   in  tliis  resoi-vp.   and    it   avuuIiI   he  a   pity,   if  not   unjust   to  curtail 
tliem   in  tlieir  existing  rights. 

17.  The  desire  expressed  ou  the  part  of  tlie  Natives  (kleurlingen)  examined,  that  the 
size  of  tlie  area  be  increased  is  shown  by  their  readiness  tn  form  a  co-o])erative  fHpl]imo- 
kaar)  Society  for  the  purpose  of  mutually  assisting  each  other  to  purchase  land,  provided 
payment  is  s])read  over  a  number  of  years,  and  tlie  ground  suitable  for  occupation.  The 
necessity,  however,  for  an  increase  to  the  reserve,  does  not  exist  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Committee,  and  it  is  only  necessary  tiial   improved  farming  methods  be  adopted. 

18.  If  it  is  found  later  on  that  the  number  of  followers  who  had  to  leave  their  former 
habitations  in  the  Free  State  is  very  great  (about  which  the  Chief  is  very  much  con- 
cerned), it  appears  possible  that  loom  may  lie  found  in  the  Upper  Tugela  Locations, 
situated  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  Witzicshoek,  which  were  referred  to  bv  Mr.  Dower, 
Secretary  for  Native  Atfaiis.  in  his  evidence  given  before  the  Natives  Land  t'omniission  (seo 
page  'S-H'i.  ])art  II.  of  the  Commission's  rejiort).  Mr.  ])ower  stated  that  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  I'pper  Tugela  Location,  an  area  might  be  set  aside  ^vhich  would  be  sufficient  to  jirovide 
for  the  Wants  of  the  races  represented   in    Witzieshoek. 

(b)  S];UB.4  IIkseh^tc. 

11).  The  Seliba  Reserve  consists  of  seven  farms,  with  a  combined  area  of  lT,(i(iO 
niorgen  W2  scjuare  roods,  and  a  ])opulation  of  8,700  sfuils  in  six  locations,  that  is  two 
niorgen  jicr  unit  of  the  ])0|)ulatioii.  This,  as  mentioned  iu  the  Minute  of  Sir  William 
Jieaumiiiit.  is  the  lowest  figure  jier  unit,  witli  ilie  exception  of  Thaba  'Nchu,  iu  any  reserve 
found  witliin  the  I'niou.  It  is  maintaincil  tliat  this  reserve  is  overcrowded,  and  cannot 
carry  a  greater  number  of  )iersons. 

■JO.  The  locality  is  ver\;.  liealtiiy,  and  situated  on  the  iiigh  veld.  The  water  suj)ply  is 
obtained  from  fountains,  boreholes  and  spruits.  The  rainfall  in  normal  times  is  sufficient, 
and  the  soil  is  particularly  suitable  for  the  sowing  of  all  kinds  of  grain. 

~1.  I-n  the  reserve  a  spot  between  two  ridges  is  to  be  found,  where  a  big  dam  can  be 
made,  liy  wiiich  a  great  deal  of  ground,  estimated  by  one  witness  at  2,000  morgeu,  can  be 
placed  under  irrigation.  The  Committee  visited  the  reserve,  and  found  it  a  fact  that  a 
large  ilaiu  at  practically  small  cost  could  be  built,  and  consequently  the  conditions  bo 
inipioNcd,  that  many  more  Natives  (kleurlingen)  could  Ije  removed  thither,  and  the  reserve 
made  particularly   suitable  for  the  carrying  (mt  of  a   closer  settlement  scheme. 

~2.  In  January  last  a  rough  estimate  was  made  of  the  niiinber  of  stock  on  the  reserve, 
and  it  was  f(uiud  that  ],!,U)0  sheep  and  goats,  ;i80  horses  and  donkeys,  5, GOO  head  of 
horned  cattle  were  kejit,  a  reduction  of  2,820  in  the  number  of  sheep  and  goats  as  given 
in  lOl:!,  and  an  increase  of  -lUiS  head  of  horned  cattle,  (hi  farms  occupieil  by  JCuropeaiis  in 
some  parts  of  the  State  as  a  rule  the  average  luunbci-  of  stock  kept  on  a  farm  is  4  sheep 
jier  .')  niorgen.  and  10  head  of  cattle  per  100  morgeii.  It  appears  therefore,  and  is  not  to  be 
wondered  at  that  the  veld  for  grazing  purposes  on  these  reserves  is  nearly  always  in- 
sufficient. 

23.  Difficulty  was  experienced  by  the  Committee  in  complying  with  instructions  to 
obtain  iiifoin:alion  regarding  the  estimated  yearly  increa.se  of  the  Native  (kleurling) 
j)0]»ulatiiin  for  a  jjcriod  of  ten  years.  In  the  Seliba  Reserve  the  number  of  inhabitants  is 
continually  changing  on  accounl  of  the  grown  uj)  sons  of  the  Natives  (naturellen)  usuallj' 
going  out  to  find  work,  and  remaining  away  t^^o  to  five  years  before  they  return  to  the 
reserve.  Within  the  last  two  years  there  has  been  an  exodus  to  Bechuanaland  of  290  heads 
of  families,  rejncseuting  approximately  1,300  souls.  The  yearly  increase  of  the  jinpulation 
is  estimated  by  the  Magistrate  of  Thaba  "Nchu  at  about  •'iOO  in  each  reserve.  \\'hatc\cr  the 
increase  may  be,   the  fact  however  remains  that   the  reserve  is  quite  full. 

24.  The  Committee  is  ot  o|)inioii  Ihat  irrigation  works  should  be  laid  down,  and 
regulations  made  by  which  the  number  of  cattle  kept  on  the  reserve  is  limited  to  certain 
nunibcis.  'bily  by  the  application  of  improved  methods  of  farming  can  the  Natives 
(kleurlingen)  make  any  progress,  'lime  however  is  necessary  to  bring  them  so  far,  and 
it  cannot  be  exjM'ctcd  that  they  \iill  all  at  once  change  their  old  customs  and  adojit  im- 
proved methods  ill  their  larming  op(>rations.  It  is  impossible  immediately  to  introduce  a 
radical  change,  and  in  the  meantime  theii-  numbers  are  increasing.  Before  these  changes 
can  be  broiiglit  into  operation  it  is  llicrclore,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee,  advisalde 
that  more  room  lie  found,  and  they  recommend  that  the  original  farm  New  York  No.  12, 
consisting  at  ])resent  ot'  four  jiortions  ot  7")(l  niorgen  ea(h,  surrounded  on  three  sides  by 
the  reserve,  and  ])articularly  suitable  for  agricultural  purpo.ses,  be  ac(][uired  to  enlarge  the 
reserve  by  3,000  niorgen,  A  sinuil  with  running  water  crosses  this  farm  from  south  to 
north,  anil  suitable  spots  exist  along  this  spruit  where  dams  can  be  built.  By  the 
purchase  of  this  farm,  the  owners  of  which,  so  far  as  the  Committee  could  ascertain,  are 
prejiared  to  sell,  the  water  sn]>])ly  of  the  reserve  will  not  only  be  improved,  but  tho 
reserve  will   be  made  large  enotigh  for  a   number  of  years, 

20.  The  extent  of  tlie  ground   is,   as  already  remarked,    limited,    and   immediate  steps 
should  be  taken  to  prevent  strangers  from  settling  on   these   locations. 
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The  occupation  of  laiiil  in  the  Tliaha  'Xcliii  district  -was,  as  also  iiuMitiiiiif<l  iu  tliP 
report  and  schedules  of  the  Natives  Cnmniission,  only  intended  for  the  followers  of  the 
late  Chief  Sepinari  Moroko,  and  care  should  be  taken  that  the  rights  of  these  folhwers  are 
maintained. 

(c)    TlIABA    'NciIU    IfESKRVE. 

20.  The  size  oT  tlic  Tli:ilia  'Nchu  IJeserve,  <()usisliii^-  |);iilly  ot  area  No.  HI  is  li,li;il 
niorgen  556  square  roods,  and  llic  population  (i,250  or  I'Oo  uiiils  on  cveiv  iinirficii  of  Hrcuiiid. 

27.  Here  there  cannot  he  tlie  least  douht  that  this  reserve  i.s  overcrowded,  ami  tliat  tlic 
Barolougs  are  not  so  well  provided  for  as  at  the  time  of  the  annexation  in  1JSS4.  \ 
i-ough  estimate  of  the  stock  kepi  in  the  location  was  made  in  January,  1!^)17,  and  il  was 
found  that  there  were  2,070  sheep  and  goats,  1-iO  horses  and  donkeys,  and  1,000  iiead  of 
horned  cattle,  as  against  12,455  sheep  and  goats,  377  horses  and  donkeys,  and  4,490  iicad 
of  horned  cattle  in  1913. 

28.  The  continued  droughts  during  recent  years  iu  the  Orange  Free  State  was  tlie 
cause  of  heavy  losses  amongst  the  stock,  and  the  Thaha  "Nchu  District  was  uol  spared. 
This  is  partly  the  cause  of  the  reduction  in  stock  in  this  reserve,  although  a  In-tter 
method  of  fanning,  as  previously  mentioned,  would  also  bring  about  a  change  for  the 
better  here. 

29.  Un^er  the  former  Republican  Government  the  rights  ot  the  followers  of  the  hite 
Chief  Sepinari  to  reside  on  this  land  were  protected  as  much  as  jx>ssible,  and  limits  laid 
on  the  alienation  of  land  belonging  to  Natives  (kleurlingen).  t)nly  on  the  pressure  of  the 
Natives  (kleurlingen)  themselves  was  it  agreed  that  they  might  dispose  of  their  ground. 
The  Native  (naturellen)  landowners  have  only  themselves  to  thank  for  the  present  state  of 
affairs  in  the  Thaba  'Nchu  distri<t,  in  as  much  as  firstly,  a  large  number  of  famis  in  the 
Thaba  'Nchu  district  were  given  away  by  the  Chief  Sepinari  Moroko;  and,  secondly, 
most  of  the  Natives  (naturellen)  sold  their  land  to  Europeans,  and  went  to  reside  on  the 
reserves,  where  they  are  now  under  the  impression  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Government 
to  look  after  them  and  provide  them  with  a  place  to  live.  The  Government  Farms  rented 
out  bv  the  Re])ablicau  Government,  on  which  also  a  great  number  of  Natives  (naturellen) 
found  a  place  to  live,  were  sold  to  settlers  during  the  period  of  the  Crown  Colony 
(Government,  with  the  natural  result  that  thousands  of  Natives  (kleurlingen)  had  to  leave 
these  faiTus,  and  were  forced  on  to  these  two  not  too  extensive  locations. 

30.  Of  tlie  95  farms  formerly  registered  in  the  names  of  Natives  (kleurlingen)  41  have 
passed  into  the  hands  of  Europeans,  with  the  result  that  in  the.se  cases  alsn  a  considerable 
number  of  Natives  had  to  take  refuge  iu  the  locations.  And,  as  a  result  of  the  carrving 
out  of  the  Act  of  1913  the  Magistrate  of  Thaba  'Nchu  reported  that  in  his  district  1,050 
households  were  driven  off  farms  l>elouging  to  Europeans  on  account  of  the  law  prohibiting 
Natives  (kleui-lingen)  sowing  on  shares  with  Europeans. 

31.  During  a  period  dating  far  back  there  has  also  lieen  an  intiux  of  strange  Natives 
(kleurlingen)  into  the  location.  'Jliis  influx  continues,  and  should  be  sto])iied  at"  once. 
According  to  information  obtained  it  appears  that  almost  half  ©f  the  Natives  (kleurlingen) 
found  in  the  locations  have  no  right  to  be  there. 

32.  As  to  tlie  suitabilitv  of  this  land,  only  one  opinion  exists,  namely,  tliat  for  agri- 
cultm-e  and  cattle  farming  it  is  excellent,  but  there  is  )io  (loul)t  that  it  is  inadecjuate,  and 
the  Committee  consider  that  the  size  of  the  location  should  be  considerably  increased. 

33.  The  recommendation  of  tlie  ('ommittee  with  reference  to  the  manner  in  wlii(di  the 
extensions  are  to  be  made  is  dealt  with  in  t'nis  report  under  the  paragraphs  referring  to 
ground   owned  by  Natives   (naturellen)    in   the  Thaba   'Nchu   district. 

2.  GROFND  OWNl'.D  BY  N.VTTVES  (KLEURLINGEN). 
(«)  District  Tiiaba  'Nchu. 

34.  The  areas  marked  as  additional  in  the  schedule  of  the  pro])osed  Act,  andsitualc<l 
in  tlie  Distiict  of  Thaba  'Nchu,  are  tlie  private  iiroperty  of  individual  Natives  (notiirelleu ). 
Tiie  reason  why  they  were  shown  in  tlie  schedule  as  additional  reserves  is  not  clear  to 
the  Committee.  If  it  is  the  intention  of  the  GoAernment  to  jmrchase  all  the  fariu.9 
mentioned  in  the  scliedule  falling  un<ler  the  areas  mentioned  above,  and  owned  by  Natives 
(naturellen),  the  Committee  strongly  recommends  the  purchase  of  certain  land  in  tlio 
Thaba  'Nchu  district,  in  order  to  form  consolidated  blocks  of  land  for  Native  (naturellen) 
reserves,  and  the  omissi<m  from  the  schedule  of  the  proposed  Act  of  the  remaining 
additional  Native  (naturellen)  areas,  whitdi  are  spiead  all  over  the  district. 

35.  For  the  purpose  of  forming  a  consolidated  block  as  recommended,  and  also  to 
sim])lify  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  the  proposed  law,  the  Thaba  'Ncliu  reserve  con- 
sisting of  6.631  morgen  and  556  scjuare  roods,  can  be  enlarged  by  the  purchase  of:  —

District.  If  it  is  considered  iii;;dvisable  to  invest  such  a  large  sum  of  money  in  the  district 
of  Thaba  'Nchu  only,  the  Committee  desiie  lo  make  another  or  alternative  lecommeudation 
by  which  in  any  case  it  will  be  po.ssible  to  provide  for  the  actual  reciuirements  of  the 
Natives  (kleurlingeu),  at  present  residing  iu  the  locations,  and  their  natural  increase  for  a 
number  of  years,  namely,  the  purchase  of  the  farms  Abrahamskraal  No.  ()5,  in  extent 
1. 20-1  morgen  228  square  roods,  Mooiraml  No.  ;i21,  in  extent  4(il  morgen.  Schui'vekop  No. 
•il.  in  extent  MOl  morgen  •i'52  s([uare  roods.  Palmietspiiiit  No.  2(i.  in  extent  252  nujigen, 
belonging  to  Kiinqieiius.  and  situated  iu  Aiea  No.  10.  as  also  the  farms  Groothoek  No.  125. 
in  extent  2,82;>  morgen  48(J  s(iuare  roods,-  .Morokashoek  No.  58.  in  extent  1,4(!8  morgen 
y^O  square  rocwls,  Blydschap  No.  105,  in  extent  800  morgen,  and  Khabanyana  No.  57,  iu 
extent  1,411  morgen  182  square-  roods:  also  belonging  to  Europeans,  and  adjoining  the 
Area  No.  10.  The  reserve  would  thus  be  enlarged  by  8.781  nujrgen  -552  s(]uare  roods,  the 
j)urchase   price   is  estimated   at  an   amount   of   f50.0<)(}. 

'67.  The  whole  area  of  the  location  and  of  the  ground,  it  the  alternative  recommenda- 
tions be  adopted,  which  will  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  ihe  Natives  (kleurlingen),  ■will 
then  be  15, 41')  moi'gen,  or  2;)  nungen  jier  head  of  the  population,  and  more  or  less  equal 
to  the  area  per  unit  of  the  wcupants  of  the  Seliba  reserve.  The  jirojmsed  extension  of  the 
area  will  only  ]>artially,  and  not  fully,  jtrovide  for  the  present  and  future  re(|uirements  of 
the  Natives  (Kleurlingen),  and  the  natuial  increase  of  the  Natives  (Kleurlingen)  in  the 
location  for  the  next  ten  years:  but  their  attention  should  be  especially  drawn  to  the  fact 
that  iliey  alone  can  further  their  interests  by  carrying  on  their  farming  operations  .with 
improve<l  methods,  and  in  such  case  the  land  will  no  doubt  be  adetpiate  for  a  number  of 
years. 

•]8.  W  i'cii  it  is  decided  to  adopt  the  reionimcndat  ions  as  proposed  in  paragraph  •15.  it 
will  1h»  necessary  to  uiiiit  the  Areas  Nos.  8,  'J,  11,  12,  lo,  14,  15,  1(1,  and  20,  and  the  farm 
Koinmissiediifl  from  the  Schedule.  At  the  same  time  the  existing  rights  obtained  by  the 
owners  by  viituc  of  llieir  title  dee<ls  will  be  left  uiuhanged  by  this  omission,  and  no  iii- 
Iriugement  made  on  the  rights  of  mortgagees  of  N.itive  (  Saturellcn )  lands.

UHiuiries,  and  found  that  the  lands  are  ade([uate  and  suitable  for  the  heirs  of  the  late  (tpper- 
man.  compiising  at  jiresent  [V2  families,  f(u-  the  ne.\t  10  years.  In  view,  however,  of  the 
stiinilatiou  contained  in  tlie  testament  iliat  no  other  Natives  (Kleurlingen )  except  the  usual 
laliourers.  should  be  alhn\ed  to  li\e  on  the  ground,  and  s(>ring  thai  the  descendants  of  Adam 
(•j)l)ciinan  were  formerly  not  trcaicd  as  Natives  (Naturclleu)  or  Ccdoured  jiersons  (Kleur- 
lingen). iu  the  ordinary  sense  of  the  word,  but  looked  upon  as  buighcrs  of  the  Free  State, 
and  exempted  from  the  a[)plicatiou  of  the  laws  relating  to  Natives  (Kleurlingen),  it  is  not 
clear  to  the  ('(unmiltee  why  tliese  lands  shouhl  be  |)ro(lainied  an  additional  Native  area. 
It  is  reci>mmen<led  that  this  area  be  omitted  from  the  schedule  ot  the  proposed  Act. 

47.  I  he  faiiu  .\iiani--lioo|i  .No.  4!)S,  in  extent  1.811  nnirgeu.  belonging  to  the  IJerlin 
Mission  Society,  is  situated  within  Area  No.  4,  ynd  the  Committee  is  of  opinion  that  if  the 
above-mentioned  ground  is  declared  a  Native  area,  this  larm  should  alsn  be  declared  an 
additional  area,  just  as  was  done  in  ihe  case  of  the. farm  Hethanie,  in  the  District  of  Ivlen- 
burg,  the  propertv  of  the  same  mission  societv.  It  appears  to  the  ('(iinmilte(<  that  the  cir- 
cumstances  in   botli   cases  are  exactly  alike.

•")'J.  ( Ippoitunities  exist  to  imike  dams,  put  dnwii  boreholes,  and  by  this  means  to  place

whii  h   cros.ses   a  jxtrtion  of  the  farm. 

.')•"..  The  farm  is  admirably  suitable'  for  an  extensive  scheme  of  (  lo.ser  settlement. 

i)A.  T'h"  number  of  Natives  (Kleurlingen)  consisting  of  various  races  and  living  in 
various  kraals,  is  about  1,200,  or  17-9  morgen  per  head  of  the  ])opnlation.  Residential  iind 
gia/.iii"  fees  in  accordance  with  tariffs  fixed  from  lime  to  time  are  paid  by  the  Natives 
(  KleurHngen).  and  portions  of  the  crops  reaped   liom  the  lands  must  also  be  handed  over. 

•'i-"i  4'htie  is  room  for  a  bigger  populalnm.  but  Ihc  admission  of  more  inhabitants,  as 
also  the  expulsion  of  undesiiable  persons,  is  regulated  by  the  Mi.ssion  Society.  Nothing 
can  be  done  on  the  part  of  the  Government  because  in  the  Act  of  19L'!  a  proviso  occurs  that 
ihis  Act  is  not  applicable  to  land  devoted  to  mission  work  amongst  Natives  (Naturellen). 


56.  The  number  of  stuck  at  present  kept  on  the  huul  ronsists  of  1(1,(100  sheep  anrl  500 
head  of  cattle,  and  no  more  stock  is  lieiiig  taken  on  at  ])rese)it,  as  i(  is  considereil  that 
sufficient  prazinof  cannot  he  fo\ind  for  it. 

57.  In  the  evidence  ijiven  before  the  Coniniittee  it  ajipears  lliat  no  objeclidii  will  he 
Tai.sed  by  the  Uerlin  Mission  Society  should  the  Ooverninent  decide  to  take  in  hand  ;ill  ad- 
ministrative matters  in  connection  witli  (lie  NUi)ervisioii  cd'  the  Natives  (Kleurliuj^en  )  livin;^ 
on  the  land  of  the  .Missiim  Station,  as  the  Society  would  ]irefer  (o  confiiie  themselves  onlv 
to  missi(.n  Avoik. 

08.  As  far  as  concerns  the  above  mciit  iinu'd  additional  areas  Nos.  .'!,  -1.  .").  aud  ti,  the 
f'omn.ittee  is  of  opinion  that  they  slnmld  all  be  omitted  from  the  schedule  id'  the  juoposed 
Act.  These  areas,  as  already  lenuirked  in  connection  with  land  beloufiing-  to  Xutives 
(Kleurlinoen)  in  the  Thaba' Xcliu  District,  are  s])iead  far  and  wide  all  over  the  Province. 
Provision  is  niade  in  the  pro|)Osed  Act  for  the  alienation  of  p-vound  beloiij>iiio-  to  ^fission 
Societies,  and  })y  the  omis.sion  from  the  scliedule  of  these  lands,  owiiershi|)  liphts  will  be 
left  unini|i;iiieil,

ijO.  After  the  presentation  of  tlie  report  of  the  Natives  Commission  an  identical  circular 
wa.s  sent  to  tlie  variiuis  Mafjistrates  and  a  request  among'st  others  nuide  for  a  return  of  the 
number  of  Native  (Kleurliufr)  families  who  wei'e  looked  upon  as  indejiendcnt  tenants  ou  ac- 
count of  their  {giving;  up  a  pirtion  of  the  crops  (d'  theii'  land.s  to  the  owneis  of  the  land  for 
the  rifflit  of  residence  an<l  piazinsi,  and  who,  in  consequence  of  the  ])nivisions  of  .\il  No. 
27  of  liJlli,  were  curtailed  in  their  ])revious  existing  rights. 

60.  The  fip;ures  submitted  by  the  various  Mao'istrates  in  terms  of  the  abov(>  mentioned 
circular  apj;ear  to  the  Committee  t^^  be  based  on  very  roufrh  conjeciures  made  without  care- 
ful inquiry  tf)  ascertain  whether  the  fifrures  submitted  were  really  correct  or  otherwise. 
As  will  appear  in  the  following  statement  the  total  number  of  families  is  not  les.s  than  about 
5,(J00.  that  is  about  'io.OOO  to  ;!0.()00  Native  fKleurlingen)  souls,  but  no  doubt  exists  with 
the  Committee  that  the  ttdal  tints  given  is  ove)--estimated  :  since  it  is  personally  known  to 
the  Committee  that  prior  to  the  coming-  into  foice  of  Act  '27  of  1910,  there  did  not  exist  in 
the  Free  State  any  extensive  or  general  system  of  renting  land  to  Natives  (Kleurlingen) 
on  the  terms  before  mentioned.  On  stmlving  the  figures  submitted  by  the  Magistrates  it  is 
found  that  differences  of  opinion  also  exist  anu)n'gst  the  Magistrates  themselves  in  this 
matter.  In  one  district,  for  instance,  a  total  of  2,000  families  is  given,  whilst  in  the  ad- 
joining dfstrict  of  tlie  same  size,  where  the  conditions  with  regard  to  the  cultivation  of 
lands  are  piecisely  the  same,  only  a  total  of  OflO  is  c'iven.  In  another  district  no  figure 
is  given,  the  Magistrate  being  ciuiviiu'cd  that  (he  Act  brought  about  no  change  in  the 
conditions  of  the  Natives  (Ivleurlingen)  :  while  the  Magistrate  of  the  adj(nning  Distiict 
again  maintains  that  500  families  in  his  District  are  alfected  by  the  Act.  In  other  parts 
of  tlie  Province  where  agriculture  is  jilmost  exclusively  the  only  enterprise,  and  where  one 
would  expect  to  find  the  system  of  renting  land  in  full  swing,  not  a  single  figure  is  given. 
There  can  be  no  doubt  in  the  oninion  of  the  Committee  that  there  are  not  5,000  native 
(K'eurlingen )  families  who  are  prejudiced  in  tlieii  foimer  asserted  rights  by  this  .\ct. 

ni.  The  Commi(tee  endeavoured,  however,  to  obtain  more  or  less  true  returns  <d'  the 
nmnber  of  Natives  (Kleurlingen)  falling  undei-  this  category.  To  find  out.  however,  the 
actual  figure  with  siune  measure  of  certainty,  an  in(|uiry  on  every  farm  inhabited  bv 
Natives  (Natiu'ellen)  is  necessary,  and  obviously  this  could  not  be  done  by  the  Committee. 

G2.  The  Committee  is  aware  that  there  are  a  number  of  Natives  fNaturellen)  house- 
holds, for  whom  provision  ought  to  be  made  for  occupation,  but  finds  itself  in  the  awkwai'd 
position  that,  nidess  the  total  number  of  houseludders  can  be  determined  with  ceitainty.  it 
is  im[)ossible  to  suggest  a  ])1ace  in  the  Free  State  where  they  can  be  placed. 

63.  Natives  (Nat\iiellen)  witnesses  suggested  that  suitable  laiul  for  thidi'  occupation  is 
to  be  found  in  the  Hoojistad  district  in  the  inunediate  vicinity  of  Coal  Mines  on  laml  ."^,611 
morgen  in  extent  belonging  to  the  Vereeniging  Fstates,  and  on  whi(di  already  S5-'{  Natives 
(Kleurlingen)  are  living,  but  the  Committee  is  not  inilined  to  rec(uunu'nd   this. 

64.  Some  farms,  the  property  of  Europeans,  adjoininy-  (he  lands  regislered  in  the  names 
of  Natives  ('Kleurlingen)  should,  if  necessary,  be  acfpiired  and  added  lo  Native  (Naturidlen) 
Areas,  but   high  figui'cs  will   have  to  be  ])aid  f(U'  them. 

65.  A  partial  sidutiim  of  the  existing  difli(  iilty  niav  probably  be  found  by  esfablishing 
closer  settlements  in  the  vicinity  of  big  towns  such  as  IJloemfonlein,  Krnonstad,  Ilarrismidi, 
etc.  This  has  alreadv  been  reconunended  l)y  the  Nalives  Commission,  and  is  worthy  of  the 
attention  of 'Government.  The  advan(age  in  favour  of  the  Natives  (Kleurlingen)  lies  in  (he 
fac(  (ha(  (hey  will  b<>  |)laced  in  a  ])osition  to  obtain  ]ieiinam'nl  oe(upa(ion  on  eiven  or 
plots  wliiidi  eannot  be  obtained  with  certainty  in  town  locations. 

(16.  According  to  figuics  subinitled  (o  the  Committee  1.272  Natives  (Kleurlingen)  will 
be  frumd  who  are  jirepared  (o  take  advantage  of  (his  oppor(niiity  to  |inr(diase  erven  or 
pieces  of  ground   in  towns  intended  for  .Natives  (Klcuilingen).

G7.  "Witii  reference  to  tlie  (leinaioation  of  areas  whioh  is  refeire<l  to  iu  jiaraoraph  (e) 
of  tlie  terms  of  reference,  tlie  Conuiiittee  is  of  opinion  that  sucli  deniarcatioii  cannot  lie  niatle 
iu  the  Free  State  nor  reconnnended  l>v  the  Conmiittee. 

G8.  The  conflitions  in  the  Free  State  are  totally  different  to  any  other  part  of  tli(> 
Union,  for,  on  reference  to  the  map  on  which  Native  (xSatnrellen)  Areas  are  shown,  it  will 
be  fonnd  thai  the  private  land  owned  l)y  Natives  (Kleurlingen)  and  the  reserves  solely 
occupied  l>v  Natives  ( Kleuilin_<,'en )  arc  spread  in  all  directions,  and  hopelessly  intermixed 
with  farms  Beloufjiug  to  Europeans.  If  demarcation  has  to  take  jilace,  practically  the 
whole  of  the  Moroko  district  will  have  lo  he  <[eclared  a  Neutral  area,  and  it  may  well  lie 
imagined  that  this  is  impossible,  and  wnuld  cause  general  dissatisfaction. 

69.  One  must  not  lose  sight  of  tiic  f.ict  that  the  European  population  increases  yearly; 
that  fanys  are  cut  uj)  smaller  and  smaller  and  prices  rising  higher  and  higher.  It  should 
also  not  be  forgotten  that  the  Free  State  was  formerly  not  inhaliited  by  Natives  (Natuiellen) 
but  long  ago  taken  possession  of  by  Europeans,  and  that  in  any  demarcation  of  Neutral 
areas  their  interests  before  those  of  the  Natives  (Kleurlingen)  mu.st  be  kept  in  view,  and 
that  they  are  not   shifted  for  the  sake  of  the  Natives  (Kleurlingen). 

70.  The  extent  of  the  land  belonging  to  Natives  (Kleurlingen)  is  not  too  large,  and  no 
thought  can,  therefore,  be  given  to  the  idea  of  declaring  portions  of  this  ground  neutral. 
The  Committee  is  of  opinion  that  it  would  be  unjust  to  declare  portions  of  ground  belonging 
to  Europeans  Neutral.  Were  this  done  the  owners  would  be  placed  in  the  uncertainty  as 
to  what  would  be  done  in  the  future  with  their  land  bv  the  Government  ;  farming  operations 
would  be  interrupted  and  a  limit  placed  on  the  making  of  imiirovements  on  these  neutral 
lands. 

In  cimchision,  the  Comniittee  wish  to  ex])ress  their  ap])reciation  of  the  able  manner  in 
which  Iheii-  Seeietary,  ^fr.  ^y .
